A. L. Webb, an American 
p rinter 
who claims to be a 
refugee 
from 
Mex ico and who asserts that lie work­ 
ed his way from the border to Indi­ 
ana since the trouble started in the 
southern rep ublic, was in 
Rushv ille 
today . 
He recited some of the hor­ 
rors of the war in Mex ico. 


Webb was emp loy ed for 
six teen 
months, he say s, 011 a ranch owned 
by Ross Brothers, who were Ameri­ 
cans, near Cananea, Sonora. He de­ 
clares that he and six ty -three other 
Americans walked a distance of 127 
miles to get out of Mex ico after ev ­ 
ery thing he had had been stolen. 


Webb say s the men on the ranch 
tried to he friendly with the Mex i- 
ans and thought they were safe be- 
ailse they furnished them with beet 
nttle. 
But, acoerding 
to 
Webb’s 
toi v , no American should feel se- 
urc where Mex icans were. 
“Gener- 
d Orosco,” Webb declared, “was the 
first to break this truce of 
friend­ 
ship when he raided our ranch and 
drov e away 15 y oung mules which we 
were getting ready to train. 
1 tele­ 
grap hed Mr. Ross, telling him what 
had hap p ened and asking for iiq- 
structions. 
He directed me to go to 
Orosco and demand the return of the 
mules. This I did and the Mex ican 
returned them to me after I had re­ 
mained in his camp ov er night. 


“When we were ordered 
out 
of 
Mex ico we were lined up and robbed 
at the p oints of muskets. 
They took 
ev ery thing I had, including my hat. I 
p rotested and they gav e me back one 
dollar. 
This was all the money in 
the entire p arty of (» 4 Americans.” 
On his return from the 
interv iew 
with General Orosco Webb was in­ 
troduced to a form of Mex ican de­ 
p rav ity which is common throughout 
that country . 
“We, came up on an American fam­ 
ily ,” said Webb, “and the 
husband 
and father had been tied to a 
tree. 
They were unty ing him a s we ap ­ 
p roached. 
We heard women weep ­ 
ing and I knew that something awful 
had hap p ened. 
The American 
told 
us that 14 Mex ican outlaws had ov ­ 
erp owered and bound him to 
the 
tree and then had v iolated his wife 
and daughter. 
“A man named 
Mills, 
who 
was 
with us on the long tramp 
to the 
border, was inconsolable. 
The Mex ­ 


ic a n s had stolen his wife and « laugh­ 
ter and he did not know where they 
were. 
He was driv en away with the 
rest of us. 
“These outrages were 
committed 
by the bands of outlaws who had 
taken adv antage of the state of war 
and were p illaging the country . 
The 


B o s s Brothers, who owned the ranch 
up on which I 
was 
emp loy ed, 
said 
their losses in stock and 
p rop erty 
would 
amount 
to 
$200,000. 
Of 
course they still hav e their 
ranch, 
but that is ail.” 
Webb say s thathehadsom e ex p eri­ 
ences with General Villa, the p resent 
Rebel 
chieftain. 
Webb 
asserted 
that he was nothing more than an 
outlaw and did not p retend to he 
any thing else. 
“One day ,” Webb said, “Villa came 
to the ranch and asked Mr. Ross if 
he might hav e u few beef cattle for 
his men.

Washington, May 20.— Social jus­ 
tice has at last reached the American 
hen. 
At least the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture believes in 
Justice for the hen and today reeom- 


mo nds rules for the great egg pro­ 
ducer. 
Fresh air, exercise and nor­ 
mal temperature are three things the 
Department insists upon for the hen, 
especially if she is about to 
set. 
“Dust her’’ is another 
injunction. 
Move her carefully off the nest for 
a half hour recreation is a second 
rule. If a large number of setters are 
kept in the same room let four or 
five stroll at the same time, is a third 
warning. 


But above all the Department in­ 
sists on its instructions to farm ers 
to see that the nest is properly made. 
Bee that there are some soft downy 
feathers as well as fresh new straw. 
Of equal importance is the ability to 
properly coax 
a hen to sot. 
A 
bulletin the Department issues goes 
into great detail: 
“Put a china egg or two in the 
nest where the hen is to set, 
and 
place a board over the opening so 
so she cannot get off. 
Toward the 
evening of the second day quietly go 
in where she is setting, leave some 
food and water, remove the board 
from the front or top of the 
nest 
and let the ben come off when she is 
ready . 
Should she return to the nest 
after feeding replace the china eggs 
with those to be hatched. 
If 
the 
nests are slightly darkened the hens 
are less likely to become restless. 
At 
hatching time they should be 
confined and not be disturbed until 
tin hatch is completed, unless they 
become restless when it may be best 
to remove the chicks that are batch­ 
ed first. 
In the latitude of W ashington the 
Department say s no 
more 
chicks 
should be hatched this y ear. 
Farm ers are urged to take great

Webb Says he and 63 Other Ameri- 


cans Walked From 
Ranch to 


Border to Escape Being Killed^ 


A. L. Webb, an American 
printer 


who claims to be a 
refugee 
from 


Meixicoandwho asserts that he work- 
ed his way from the border to Indi- 
ana since the trouble started in the 
southern republic, was in 
l^ushville 


today. He recited some of the hor- 
rors of the war in Mexico. 


Webb was employed for 
sixteen 


months, he says, on a ranch owned 
by Ross Brothers, who were Ameri- 
cans, near Cananea. Sonora. lie de- 
clares that he and sixly-thijee other 
Americans walked a distance of 127 
miles to get out of Mexico after ev- 
erything he had had been stolen. 


Webb says the men on Ihe ranch 


tried to be friendly with the Mexi- 
cans and thought they were safe be- 
cailse they furnished them with beef 
cattle. 
But, acocrding to 
Webb's 


story, no American should feel se- 
cure where Mexicans were. 
"Gener- 


al Orosco," Webb declared, "was the 
first to break, this truce of 
friend- 


ship when he raided our ranch and 
drove away 15 young mules which we 
were getting ready to train. I tele- 
graphed Mr. Ross, telling him what 
had happened and asking for inf 
(ructions. He directed me to go to 
Orosco and demand the return of ths. 
1 


mules. This I did and the Mexican 
returned them to me after I had re- 
mained in his camp over night. 


"When we were ordered 
out 
of 


Mexico we were lined up and robbed 
at the points of muskets. They took 
everything I had, including my hat. I 
protested and they gave me back one 
dollar. 
This was all the money in 


the entire party of 04 Americans." 


On his return from the interview 


with General Orosco Webb was in- 
troduced to a form of Mexican de- 
pravity which is common throughout 
that country. 


"We. came upon an American fam- 


ily," said Webb, "and the husband 
and father had been tied to a tree. 
They were untying him as we ap- 
proached. We heard women weep- 
ing and I knew that something awful 
had happened. 
The American 
told 


us that 14 Mexican outlaws had ov- 
erpowered and bound him to 
the 


tree and then had violated his wife 
and daughter. 


"A-man named Mills, who was 


with us on the long tramp 
to the 


border, was inconsolable. The Mex- 
icans had stolen his wife and daugh- 
ter and he did not know where they 
were. He was driven away with the 
rest of us. 


"These outrages were 
committed 


by' the bands of outlaws who had 
taken advantage of the state of war 
and were pillaging the country. The 
Ross Brothers, who owned the ranch 
upon which I was employed, said 
their losses in stock and property 
would 
amount 
to 
$300,000. Of 


course they still have their ranch, 
but that is all." 


Webb says that he had some experi- 


ences with General Villa, the present 
Rebel 
chieftain. Webb 
asserted 


that he was nothing more than an 
outlaw and did not pretend to be 
anything else.. 


"One,day," Webb said, "Villa came 


to the ranch and asked Mr. Ross if 
he might have a'few beef cattle for 
iismen. Ross'told- him, to take -what

The following is the petition to be 


presented to the Public Service com- 
mission for an increase in water 
rates, also the regulations governing 
the plant, water taps and other 
things connected with the city's 
water plant: 
In the Matter of City of Rushville, 


ter Rates. 
Indiana. Notice of increase of -Wa- 
Thc City of Rushville, Indiana, re- 


spectfully represents and shows: 


First: That it is a municipal cor- 


poration organized and doing busi- 
ness under the laws of the State, of 
Indiana, and that as such it owns 
and operates a water and light plant 
in the city of Rushville, Indiana. 


Second. That it proposes to in- 


crease the rates charged to consum- 
ers of water over the rates charged 
for the same on the 1st day of Jan- 
uary, 1913, and over the schedule of 
rates, toils, and charges heretofore 
filed with the Commission, and that 
it proposes to change the rules and 
regulations effecting consumers of 
water from said cily, a copy of 
which proposed increase in rates-and 
of said proposed rules and 
regula- 


tions is filed herewith and made a 
part hereof, being marked P. S. C. I. 
No. 1. 


Third—that it is necessary 
for 


said City to increase said rates for 
the reason that the revenue derived 
from the rates and the charges for 
the use of water is not sufficient to 
keep said plant in repair, to* pay 
over-head charges, interest on bond- 
ed indebtedness, and to provide for 
the general upkeep and maintenance 
of,said plant.

The Mexican Herald 
is the first 


English newspaper ever published in 
Vera Cruz. Hudson, its owner pub- 
lished his paper in Mexico City unti 
lie was forced to flee, the capital 
He immediately bought a press here 
and issued his first paper on Friday 


The publication of the "A. B. C.' 


offer caused much 
dissatisfaction 


among the naval men and Americans 
here. They immediately conjecture; 
that the move meant a lot more de- 
lav. 


The shooting by Mexican sniper^ 


of a 10-year old Mexican girl in a 
street near the Plaza was one of the 
most pathetic incidents of the two 
days' fighting.
